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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the rejection using Kuslich '255 in 
view of Cozad, Examiner notes that both the sleeve 1 04 and shaft 24 of Kuslich '255 can be interpreted as guards, and as such, 
applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Examiner has not suggested modifying the sleeve 104 with the structure of the shaft 24 or 
vice versa and therefore applicant's arguments are essentially moot. Further, both the shaft and the sleeve have a concave surface 
(interpreted as the inner surface) that can be oriented towards adjacent bodies of the spine. Regarding the rejection using Ma et al. in 
view of knowledge well known in the art, Cozad is another example showing its well known to have the flat portions between engaging 
portions, and therefore applicant's argument is not persuasive. Regarding applicants assertion regarding the rejection using Codman in 
view of Cozad, Examiner notes that the capability is described in the primary refernce (Codman) and that the teachings of Cozad are 
employed for an entirely different reason than the functional limitations that applicant argues. To clarify, even without the engaging 
portions of Cozad, the device of Codman is capable of having the guide left in place to assist in implantation. The teaching of Cozad to 
modify the Codman device does not change this capability and as such, the entire structure of the claims is present in that rejection, and 
therefore applicant's arguments are not persuasive. * 
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
